DEAD \\ILL BE XEARIA"

DIFFICULTY OF eESCUEVORK 


Crowds Gathered At the Mouth of the 


Shaft and Pitiful Scenes Were 


Enacted. 


Chaileston, W. Va., Jan. 30.—West 


Virginia's latest mine horror nas no" 
been diminished by developments up 
to noon today. H is now believed that 
the dead will reach 75, and it is not 
possible that one of me 
entombed 


men are alive. 


All- night scores of men worked in 


the shaft descending further and fur- 
ther as the brattices were built. This 
afternoon brattices had been built to 
within a hundred feej ot the bottom 
and by nightfall it may be possible to 
enter the mine. Chief Inspector Paul 
will make an investigation. Ariange- 
ments are being made in the little 
camp to hold 73 or more fmera's. 
Owing to the isolated position of the 
place it is proving difficult to sectue 
coffins. 


Cnarletton, W. Va., Jan. 30.—With 


a detonation heard for miles, and 
which hurled debris hundreds of feet 
Into the air, flust exploded in the 
Stuart mine, near Payetteville, bring- 
ing a terrible death to the 80 or mora 
men who were at work more than 500 
feet lielow the surface. There is no 
chance that any of the men will ha 
taken out alive, for it is thought that 
tie 
terrific force of the explosion 


snuffed out their lives instantly. 


It will not be possible for the res- 


cuers to reach the bottom of the shaft 
until within 48 hours. The disaster is 
perhaps the worst, in the number 
.killed, in the history of this state. 
Moat of the men were Americans and 
many of them were married and had 
large families. There were a dozen or 
morejeeloBed--m«n and 15 or more 
aliens. The rescue work was com- 
menced as soon aa the wrecked parts 
ot the nhalt house could be repaired. 
Abdnt two hours after the explosion 
three men were lowered into the shaft 
In an improvised bucket. Before de- 
scending 60 feet two ot the men were 
overcome with foul air and the third 
was barely able to give the signal to 
tjieir comrades at the top. 
AH fur- 


ther attempts were abandoned for the 
time and the work of bratticing the 
shaft was commenced. 
- No official announcement 
of 
the 


disaster or its cause has as yet been 
made by the officers of the company. 
That dust caused the explosion is 
stated by persons at the scene, but the 
Investigation may prove otherwise. It 
is stated tharJittle or no gas has been 
encountered in the mine, but that it 
Is dry, and that the dust was fre- 
quently sprinkled. 


Crowds gathered at the mouth of 


the shaft within a few minutes after 
the explosion. Rescue parties were 
immediately organized by Fred Dixon, 
general manager of the White Oak 
{nines, and volunteers offered for any 
kind of service. 


The mine is owned by Samuel Dix- 


en and associates, and is located about 
six miles from Thurmond, on a branch 
line of the Chesapeake & Ohio rail- 
road, and within two ntiles of the Par- 
ral mines, which exploded Feb. S, 1906, 
killing 28 men. 


DEAD .MOSTLY AMERICANS. 


Fayetteville, W. Ya., Jan. 30.—There

shop, destroyed one entire section of 
the big Baldwin locomotive woiks, en- 
tailing a loss of $1,000,000. 
About 


1,000

ing burned, which was five stories 
high. The fire was discovered in tho 
east end of the building, and though 
the flames spread quickly, all tha 
workmen were able to get out of tho 
building safely.

Cleveland, Jan. 30.—At the annual 


McKinley day banquet of the Tippe- 
canoe club of this city. Governor An- 
drew L. Harris, who served as lieuten- 
ant governor during McKinley's term 
as governor, was one of the speakers, 
and gave many personal reminis- 
cences. Senator-elect William Aldea 
Smith of Michigan and former Gover- 
nor Myron T. Herrick and others also 
paid tribute to the life and public ser- 
vices of McKinley. 
Several hundred 


people attended the banquet, which 
was presided over by President Tred- 
way of the Tippecanoe club, and at 
which former Governor Herrick acted 
as toastmaster. 


Governor Harris said: "Ten years 


ago McKinley was celebrating his 
birthday at his old home. It was his 
last birthday in Canton. He had been 
a private citizen the previous year and 
was at that time the president-elect ot 
the United States. What a career was 
his for a quarter of a century in public 
life! From congressman to governor, 
and from governor to president, he 
passed up with "such brief intervals 
that he was constantly before the peo- 
ple, from the Hayes campaign of 1876 
until his death in 1901. No ruler of 
earth was ever more beloved than he. 
No head of government ever knew his 
people so well. No people ever con- 
fided in their chief executive so 
much. He believed that the voice of 
the people is the voice of God, and his 
ear was ever ready to receive the 
word. William McKinley was in every 
way the ideal American. He died, as 
he lived, a. Christian gentleman—with 
the love of all who knew him, with 
the respect of all mankind. The world 
is better because he lived in It, and 
generations to come will be benefited 
by his noble example." 


School Commissioner's Annual. 
Columbus, O., Jan. 30.—The annual 


report of the state commissioner of 
common schools shows that there was 
enrolled in the public schools of Ohio 
during the past year 832,092 children, 
of whom 64,166 were in high schools. 
The average daily attendance was 
626,267. There were erected during 
the year 259 schoolhouses at a cost of 
$2,516,000.

The re- 
port suggests that legislation is need- 
ed in Ohio that will fixe the standard 
for the granting of a charter to a col- 
lege or a university or other educa- 
tional institution that has the legal 
right to confer degrees.

UNDER FIRE. 


SHAW AND SHAKESPEARE. 


Narrow Escape While Exposed to the 


Shots of the Confederates—How He 
Assisted an Old Benefactor by Pay- 
ing a Big Price For a Cow He Tended 
In His Young Days. 


Some years ago a group of veterans 


of the civil war including the late Gen- 
eral Russell A. Alger, United States 
senator from Michigan, and a few oth- 
ers, sat in the corridor of the I'alace 
hotel in San Francisco anil exchanged 
experiences, says the San Francisco 
Call. 


"The question of personal bravery is 


always one of peculiar interest," said 
General Alger, "but many a man who 
bore the reputation of having a charm- 
ed life owed it to the -admiration of his 
opponents. As a rule a soldier never 
fires at a man who displays unusual 
courage. I know this from experience. 


"It -was in the fall of 1S03 that I was 


transferred from the army of the west 
to the command of a regiment iii the 
Army of the Potomac. 
About that 


time the Confederates moved across 
the Rapldan, and I was sent to drive 
them back. It turned out that it was 
& reconnoissance, but at the same time 
•we believed they were seeking to 
make a lodgment on the north of the 
river. 
We drove them back to the 


bank of the stream, but there they 
made a savage stand, and re-enforce- 
ments -were thrown over to aid them. 
Their position, owing to the formation 
of the ground, was a very strong one 
and ours greatly exposed. While pre- 
paring for the struggle my command 
was attracted by a courier approach- 
Ing. He was on foot and availed him- 
self of the numerous gulleys worn by 
the rains to protect himself from the 
enemy's fire. Volley after volley was 
fired at him, but he reached me xinin- 


- Jured. He bore orders for me to re- 


port at once to General Kilpatrick. 


"In. order to reach the latter I would 


be compelled to pass over an almost 
open plain for fully three-quarters of a 
mile and exposed to the fire of the Con- 
federates. It flashed upon me that the 
attempt would result in certain death, 
aad I was on the point of refusing to 
obey when it occurred to me that I 
dared not display any indication of 
cowardice in the presence of my com- 
mand. Leaving my horse and com- 
mand, which were stationed behind a 
small rise in the ground, I started on 
foot. 
The moment I appeared I was 


greeted with a volley, and the dirt flew 
around, but I was unhurt. At this the 
Confederates cheered, and in a moment 
the shot flew thick about me for a sec- 
ond time, but not one touched me. 
There was another cheer from the eon- 
federates, but I kept going. I was so 
badly frightened that I dared not even 
look to the right or left. 
Every mo- 


ment I looked for another volley and 
felt that I could not escape asain. Not- 
another shot was fired, and during the 
fifteen minutes that elapsed while !• 
was in range of their guns round after 
round of cheers greeted me, but not a 
bullet was sent after me. I reached 
General Kilpatrick in safety and from 
that day to this have sought unsuc- 
cessfully the name of the Confederate 
officer whose men spared my life." 


Senator Alger is said to have paid 


the record price for a cow, and that a 
dead one, says Success. 
Over fifty 


years ago he was an orphan in Rich- 
field, O., without a cent and with but 
one suit of clothes. He wanted to at- 
tend school and went to a doctor who 
lived in a neighboring village to ask 
for a chance to work for his board. 
The doctor did not need the services of 
a boy, but was so much impressed by 
young Algcr's earnestness that he took 
him into his family and sent him to 
school. He did no work except to care 
for the doctor's horse and cow. The 
years sped on, and Ru^ell A. Alger 
became a millionaire, while his bene- 
factor was reduced to straitened cir- 
cumstances. 
But the old man kept his 


pride, and when General Alger assisted 
him he was forced to do so in round- 
about ways. Some years ago the gen- 
eral paid the doctor a visit, determined 
to aid him. 


"Why, Alger, you don't owe me any- 


thing," said the old man, "and I won't 
take anything." 


"But I owe my education to you." 
"Bosh! You owe that to yourself." 
"But I caused you trouble and ex- 


pense, for which I want to repay you " 


"The trouble need not trouble you, 


and there wasn't any expense worth 
talking about. 
In fact, the only ex- 


pense that I can recall was the loss of 
a cow. Do you know, Alger, that when 
you came to live with me I hnd the 
'best cow in these parts and that your 
awkwardness completely spoiled her? 
Within tiiree «eeko you II.TI! nis.dc her 
so skittish that no one could go near 
her, and I bad to sell her for beef." 


"Then I owe you for that cow. 
I 


am going to pay you for her and to 
add a little interest for the use of tho 
money for about forty years." 


After long argument the old man re- 


luctantly consented to receive pay for 
his cow, and the check that General 
&!ger drew to his order kept him in 
comfort for the remainder of his life.

THE "ROOSEVELT ZEBORSE." 


Government Trying to Produce New 


Kind of Animal. 


The "Roosevelt zcborse" is the latest. 


He is not in existence yet. but the gov- 
ernment hopes he soon will be. He is 
to be a new kind of animal, compound- 
ed out of a zebra and a horse or don- 
key, says a Washington special dis- 
patch to the Philadelphia Ledger. 


The creation of the Roosevelt ze- 


borse is being managed at the experi- 
ment station of the bureau of animal 
industry of the department of agricul- 
ture. 
The large male Abyssinian ze- 


bra which was presented to President 
Roosevelt by King Menelek is the 
principal factor in the experiment, and 
some extremely fine mares of the don- 
key and horse variety are the others. 
It is hoped to produce an animal of 
great strenuousity, strength, speed and 
endurance; hence the prefix "Roose- 
velt." 


To Tell Weather a Year Ahead. 


In an address the other day at the 


L'nivcisity of Chicago. Frank H. Bigc- 
low, head of the division of records of 
the United States weather bureau, said 
that from investigations conducted by 
him in the last thirty-three years it 
would soon be possible for the depart- 
ment to make a yearly forecast of the 
weather, with as nenr an approach to 
accuracy as the bureau's present pre- 
dictions. Mr. Bigelow's theory is bas- 
ed upon the action of the sun and its 
effect on the weather and also on the 
number and size of the sun spots, says 
a Chicago dispatch. He says he has 
discovered mat iwteoroiow.il chan^eo 
depend almost entirely on the sun's ac- 
tion and condition. 


Concrete Bridge For Electric Railway. 


As far as is known the only electric 


railway bridge of its kind in the world 
is the great re-enforced concrete struc- 
ture which the Pacific Electric com- 
pany is erecting across the San Gabriel 
river on its n*w line to Aznsa and 
Glendora, says the Los Angeles Times. 
This huse bridge will be double track- 
ed and will cross the rivor on eighteen 
spans, giving a total length of 1,019 
feet. To wifhst.i .d the rapid and un- 
expected changes of the treacherous 
San Gabriel river demands that the 
structure be more than ordinarily 
strong and well designed to meet the 
highest floods.

Professor Charles OlUneve, who is 


walking tbo rivers from Cincinnati to 
New Orleans on a wager of §5.000 that 
ic can do it within forty days, arrived 
it Cairo, 111., the other afternoon three 
lours behind his schedule time, says a 
dispatch to the St Louis Post-Dispatch. 


Oldrieve's gait is a shuffling one, and 


the craft -which do duty as shoes are 
iubmerged every time he takes a step 
forward. This seems to add very ma- 
terially to the work he has to do and 
must be tremendously wearisome. He 
propels himself forward very much 
after the manner of a man skating, 
swinging his arms vigorously and in- 
clining his body froward to keep bal- 
anced.

practicability by making a trip to New 
Drleans in them. The river men of Cin- 
cinnati took him up and made a .purse, 
against which he placed a like amount 
If he fails to reach New Orleans or 
does not get there within the forty 
days specified in his agreement, he is 
to forfeit his money. If he observes 
the conditions, he gets all the money. 


The wooden shoes Oldrieve wears 


are a few inches over four feet in 
length, six inches wide and six inches 
deep. They are so arranged that they 
will not fill with water.

Mr. Walk- 
er was accepted by the defense' in 
spite of the fact that he said he knew 
Stanford White and many of the dead 
architect's friends. He also had formed 
an opinion in the case and expressed 
it many times. These facts, Mr. Walk- 
er declared, however, would not pre- 
vent his rendering an entirely fair and 
impartial verdict. 
He had not seen 


White for a year before his death. 


Dennee and Walker will displace 


Arthur S. Campbell, a superintendent 
of telephone construction; and Harold 
R. Faire, a printer and publisher of a 
pamphlet circulated in Wall street. 
These men were selected in the early 
days of the trial, and were excused 
from further service "without any re- 
flection on; the jurymen whatsoever," 
as the court remarked. 


When the excused jurymen left the 


courtroom they were besieged by ques- 
tioners. Mr. Faire created a mild sen- 
sation In the corridors when he as- 
serted with positiveness that he was 
utterly in ignorance of any reason 
why he should be asked to step down.

About three years ago, when I was 
connected with a brokerage concern, 
two detectives from the district attor- 
ney's office, who said they visited the 
places which sell unlisted securities, 
dropped in on me, asked some imper- 
tinent questions and wanted to know 
If I would be willing to go up to the 
district attorney's office any time I 
might be wanted. J said yes, but that 
•was the last time 1 ever heard of the 
matter." 


The members of the Thaw family 


were all in court, and for once dls 
armed those who had circulated re- 
ports of a serious break in the family 
relations. Mrs. William Thaw, mother 
of the prisoner, conversed and chatted 
with Mrs. Harry Thaw constantly. The 
Countess of Yarmouth also talked 
freely with Young Mrs. Thaw.
